Mr. JULIUS L. GRAHAM, Apartment 5, 804 North

employed as general assistant at the Church of God in 
Christ Publishing House, 930 Mason Street, Memphis, Tennessee, 
telephone number 526-1169, furnished the following informatioi 
to Lt. J. D. HAMBY, Homicide Bureau, Memphis Police Department, 
and Special Agent FRANKLIN L. JOHNSON: 

Ho accompanied Mr. BERNEI.L FINLEY from their 
place of employment to Canlpo Arauscmont Company, 424 South 
Main Street, Memphis, where they arrived about 5:30 P.M # 
on April 4, 1968. Ho recalls that as they approached the 
store, proceeding north on Main Street, thore were no parking 
spaces on tho east side of Main In Iho block In front of 
this store. He also recalls that as they were looking for 
a parking space thore definitely wore two white cars in 
the parking spaces in front of and to tho south of Canlpe 
Amusement Company. The second of those two white cars, or 
the one slightly south of the CAKIPE store was definitely n 
white Mustang. He believes tho other white car, the one in 
front of CANIPE's store, wan probably a white Rambler. He 
cannot remember a third car being parked behind the Mustang, 

The Mustang he saw as they approached the store looking for 
a parking place was the ordinary variety of Mustang rather 
than the lato model "Faatback" variety. He did not notice 
the llcenso plates on this Mustang. 

Mr. GRAHAM eventually parked Mr. GRAHAM’S car 
on Huling Street, east of Main Street. Mr. GRAHAM and Mr. 
FINLEY thereafter walked to CANIPE’n store and started 
looking at phonograph records in sholvcs on tho south wall 
of this storo near the front of the store. Mr. GRAHAM did 
not hear a shot or any other unusual noise while looking at 
records until ho heard tho nolso causod by a man dropping t 
package on the sidewalk Immediately in front of the front 
door of CANIPE's store. He stated, however, that he saw 
the man who dropped this package before ho hoard the noise. 

Ho happened to bo looking toward the front door, his attention 
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hving pcnntbiy been attracted by the footatops of a running
